They trouble 
particularly in the neighborhoods of 
poor foreign homes, where parents don't 
know how to take care of their giris. 
The more we chase them and arrest 
them and fine them the more we 
make their busiféss unprofitable, and 
by continual harrying finally we 
can drive them practically al out. 
That is up to the police. It isn’t 
enough to clean up the streets. We 
have to get the houses, too. I tell cap- 
tains that a raid ® a good thing, even 
if there isn’t sufficient evidence for con- 
viction, because it costs money and 
trouble and reducege profits.
